‘We’re not safe here’ 


■ Gang using ‘fear and intimidation’ 

■ Residents demand ‘action now’ 

■ Police working on estate safety

A RESIDENT fears it is only a matter 
of time before someone gets killed 
by a gang terrorising their estate. 

Dozens of Fishermead residents 
gathered at the Trinity Centre to 
raise their concerns with members 
of the local policing team. 


It is claimed the gang of Somalian 
origin - which is believed to include 
adults, teenagers and children as 
young as six - are harassing and 
intimidating people in Gurnards 
Avenue, Pencarrow Place, Penryn 
Avenue and Pothleven Place. 

A resident - who was too frightened 
to be named - has lived in Gurnards 
Avenue for 29 years and is demand¬ 
ing a ‘robust’ police response. 


Speaking to OneMK, they said: 
“Over the last three years it has got a 
lot worse. We are being taken over 
by this gang through fear and 
intimidation. 

“We can’t walk down a redway, over 
a bridge and certainly not through 
an alleyway. 

“We are not safe here. 

Without a robust policing 
response, someone is 
going to get killed.” 

Fishermead Residents’ 

Association organised 
last Tuesday’s meeting 
and chairman Terry 
Baines believes Thames 
Valley Police need to act now. 

He said: “When I hear people tell 
me they are afraid to come out of 
their homes in 2016, it rings alarm 


bells in my head. We need action 
now. Until residents start to see that 
happening, the confidence in the 
police, which is already low, will 
become zero.” 

A spokesman for Thames Valley 
Police stressed it is ‘working to keep 
e community safe’, 
adding investigations are 
underway and the new 
information is being acted 
upon. 

Sgt Richard Colson of 
the neighbourhood 
policing team, who was 
present at the meeting, 
added: “We really encourage 
residents to always report any 
suspicious incidents to police on 101, 
or to 999 in an emergency”

A PLACE for the homeless, a 
skate park and a base for 
community-minded organi¬ 
sations are some of the 
suggestions that have been 
made for the old bus station. 

Formerly known as the 
Buszy, the Milton Keynes 
Development Partnership 
(MKDP) has appointed com¬ 
mercial property agents 
Kirkby Diamond to find 
tenants to use the building in 
Station Square, CMK. 

The building has been 
empty since The Make a 
Difference charity that ran it 
was forced to leave after 
MKDP took back control of 
the parking outside the venue, 
which was the source of reve¬ 
nue keeping The Buszy open. 

While the building is listed 
and there may be some 
limitations on what it can be 


used for, it offers opportuni¬ 
ties for a variety of uses 
subject to planning permis¬ 
sion being granted. 

In preparation, MKDP has 
recently completed a deep 
clean of the interior and spe¬ 
cialist cleaners have removed 
the illegal graffiti painted on 
the outside of the building. 

MKDP development survey¬ 
or Peter Molloy said: “The 
building’s status as an asset of 
community value means we 



will look particularly favour¬ 
ably on community based 
activities in some of the space, 
while also looking to attract 
other complementary uses to 
increase day to day activity. 

“The ground floor of the 
property lends itself well to 
retail or cafe operations with 
the first floor being a ‘blank 
canvas’.”

Fishermead fears 


comment 



TO ENSURE the British brand

Sarah Walker: “I live in 
Fishermead and yes there most 
certainly is a problem. 

“It isn’t a safe place at all!” 

Brian Barlow: “This is the first I 
have seen about it (recently) so I 
don’t know what else has been 
reported about it, but hopefully 
the police can do something 
about it. I am just aware that it 
can be a dodgy area. 

“People should not have to live 
in fear.” 

Claire Louise: “I think 
Fishermead is one of the worst 
estates. 

“The amount of crime we hear 
about. I definitely wouldn’t feel 
safe walking through Fishermead 
by myself or even in a group - day 
or night.” 


Leilani Simpson: “There has been 
a problem for over a decade, both 
of my sons have been attacked by 
gangs who were trying to rob 
them, in separate incidents.” 

Mohammad Ali Choudhary: “I 

pass through Fishermead almost 
every second day and I have never 
once noticed any gang in that 
area. 

“I am sorry to say this, but it 
seems to me that the local 
residents are feeling uneasy 
because there are a lot of people 
in Fishermead who have a 
Somalian background who are 
still viewed as troublemakers 
simply because of their skin 
colour. 

“I am sure that the most ‘scary’ 
thing about Fishermead is a group 
of teenagers who probably had 
drunk a lot of beer. But again, this 
is just my view, I might be wrong.” 

Dominic Pallares: “I’ve lived in 
Fishermead for 26 years now and I 
wouldn’t say it’s that rough. 

“Yeah it’s got crime, but hasn’t 
everywhere got crime?” 

Olivia Hope: “Police are scared to 
confront these yobs. 

“Everyone should feel safe where 
they live.” 


Gemma Spencer: “I left 
Fishermead because I could see 
where this was going more than 
two years ago after my partner got 
stabbed. 

“No police on the streets and 
concerns not being taken 
seriously from residents. 

“I can see nothing’s changed. 
Thank God I got me and my 
children out when I did. 

“That place will never change 
until the authorities at least 
acknowledge that there is a gang 
problem.” 

Rhiannon Forbes: “I can say this 
is 100 per cent true. 

“The police are scared to 
confront or do anything about 
these people and it is quite frankly 
disgusting.” 

Rebecca Pumford: “The whole 
city needs more police officers. 

“It’s completely unacceptable 
that this kind of thing exists in 
this day and age. 

“Policing should be more of a 
priority so these types of gangs 
can’t exist.” 

Sarah Walker: “My son’s been 
mugged, a friend of a friend’s 
husband was stabbed in the arm, 
my daughter’s been made to feel 


uneasy and I’ve been called 
names, followed and one time I 
thought they were going to chase 
me. 

“Something drastic needs doing 
now! ” 

Helen Wilson: “Fishermead has 
always had a problem with drugs 
and organised criminal activity. 

“The colour of the perpetrator’s 
skin does not matter, it’s a 
deprived area and a hotspot for 
crime and drugs.” 

Milly Mand: “Back in the 80s 
Fishermead was lovely and safe, 
now I don’t recognise it and avoid 
it like the plague. 

“I feel for residents - it’s not fair.” 

Chris Petch: “I grew up in 
Conniburrow, which is twinned 
with ‘the mead’. 

“You couldn’t pay me to go back 
there.” 

Frances Mangan: “Fishermead 
isn’t all bad and there are some 
nice people here.” 

Darius Cusack: “Nothing will 
change. 

“Nothing will get done about it. 
“And someone got killed a 
couple of years ago.”

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Ex-PCSO misconduct charge 


A FORMER police community 
support officer (PCSO) has 
been charged with 
misconduct in public office 
and data protection offences. 

Michael Billingham, 29, of 
Commodore Close, 
Brooklands, was arrested on 
January 27 and was charged 
on Thursday by officers from 
Thames Valley Police’s 


Professional Standards 
Department Counter 
Corruption Unit. He faces 
three counts of misconduct 
in public office and two 
counts under Section 55 of 
the Data Protection Act 1988. 

The charges are in 
connection with alleged 
incidents of misuse of the 
force’s computer systems to 


research three domestic 
violence victims. 

Mr Billingham was 
employed by the force from 
2007 and based at Bletchley 
Police Station. He resigned 
on June 23, 2016. 

He was bailed and is due to 
appear at Basingstoke 
Magistrates’ Court on 
September 8.

Once the replanting has 
been completed, these 
removed items will not be 
allowed back in order to allow 
for maintenance of the space. 


Kaye Robertson-Smith, 26, 
who lives in CMK, regularly 
visits the site with family to 
remember her sister Serena, 
who died as a newborn 18 
years ago. 

And she fears the garden 
will no longer be a space for 
remembrance once the 
replanting is completed. 

She said: “The sentiment 
here needs to be left alone. 

“Why have they not notified 
and consulted people? It just 
happens that people have 
turned up and seen the signs. 

“Some people have plaques, 
others don’t. We don’t have 
one for Serena and when 
these ‘improvements’ are 
done we won’t have an 


area for her.” The work is 
expected to begin in late 
September or early October 
and Kaye has spoken to other 
families about petitioning 
against the plans. 

A council spokesman said: 
“We have had a number of 
complaints from families who 
visit this shared remembrance 
garden about the need to tidy 
up and refresh this area. 

“We are contacting memo¬ 
rial owners to speak on how 
we might move this forward. 

“We don’t want to upset any¬ 
one - and when we have 
finished these improvements 
we hope it will be a pleasant 
and peaceful place where 
people can come and reflect.” 


Focus on jail for camera thief 


A BURGLAR has been sent to 
jail after stealing a digital 
camera from a home. 

Anthony Ash pleaded guilty 
to one offence of burglary 
when he appeared at 
Aylesbury Crown Court last 
Monday and was sentenced 
to five years and four 
months behind bars. 

As well as the camera, he 
also stole a gold cross when 


he broke into the 
unoccupied property in 
Aspreys, Olney, sometime 
between January 28 and 
February 17. 

The 44-year-old, of Booth 
Meadow Court, 
Northampton, is already 
serving a three year term for 
other burglary offences 
carried out in Olney and this 
sentence will run 


concurrently. Investigating 
officer Det Con Chris Bigg, of 
Force CID based at Milton 
Keynes Police Station, said: 
“Ash caused distress to his 
victims when he broke into 
their homes, particularly 
targeting Olney residents. 

“I hope the fact he has been 
given a further sentence for 
his crimes will come as 
welcome news for them.”

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‘Severe damage’ 
caused by blaze

AN INVESTIGATION has been launched 
after a fast food restaurant was engulfed 
by flames. 

Firefighters were called to tackle the 
blaze at Burger King in Albert Street, 
Bletchley, at 11.51pm on Sunday. 

Crews from Bletchley, Broughton and 
Great Holm attended the scene. 

The roof and ground floor of the 
restaurant have been left ‘severely 
damaged’ by the fire. Debris was strewn 
across the car park and guttering was left 
hanging from what was left of the roof. 

A spokesman for Burger King said: “We 
can confirm that no-one was injured at 
this restaurant. 

“The franchisee, who independently 
owns and operates this location, is 
complying with the local fire department 
to ensure our guests’ continued safety” 

Buckinghamshire Fire and Rescue 
Service’s investigation into the cause is 
ongoing, but it has indicated that at this 
stage in its inquiries it is likely the blaze 
was started accidentally 

At the time of going to press it was unclear 
when repair work would begin, or when 
the restaurant is expected to reopen. 

Meanwhile, firefighters were called out 
on Monday morning to tackle their second 
takeaway fire in less than 12 hours. 

Crews from Bletchley and Newport 
Pagnell were called to reports of a fire at 
Deep Blue fish and chip shop in Woburn 
Sands at 9.53am. 

The fire in Station Road was out when 
they arrived, but the crews worked to 
remove smoke from the premises.

THE owner of a HiMO (house 
in multiple occupation) and 
her husband - who helped 
run the home - have been 
fined more than £27,000 for 
serious breaches of fire 
safety regulations. 

Mahin Begum Choudhury 
and Ajjequr Rahman Irshad 
appeared at Milton Keynes 
Magistrates’ Court for 
sentencing on July 29 in 


connection with offences 
brought under the Regulatory 
Reform (Fire Safety) Order 
2005. 

They had each pleaded 
guilty to 10 charges at a earlier 
hearing for failing to take 
adequate fire precautions in 
respect of the premises in 
Ferndale, Eaglestone. 

These included no fire¬ 
fighting equipment and risk 
assessment and an 
inadequate fire warning 
system. They were fined a 


total of £27,485.08. Station 
Commander Ian Wilson, head 
of fire safety enforcement in 
Milton Keynes, said: “As this 
case clearly demonstrates, 
complying with fire safety 
legislation is not optional. 

“Failure to ensure the safety 
of vulnerable people in the 
event of fire, especially in 
sleeping accommodation, is a 
very serious matter.”

Machine killed 
‘happy’ worker

A FRIEND of the man killed 
at a recycling plant in Old 
Wolverton has paid an 
emotional tribute to him. 

Rafal Swiadek, 42, of Victoria 
Road in Bedford, who was 
born in Poland, was found 
dead at the Milton Keynes 
Material Recovery Centre in 
Colts Holm Road where he 
worked on August 8. 


The inquest into his death 
opened on Thursday and it 
was revealed he was killed by 
a machine he had entered to 
clean as CCTVfootage showed 
him getting into it at the time. 

He was found by a colleague 
after he did not turn up for his 
taxi home, the inquest was 
told. 

A friend of Mr Swiadek’s, 
who asked not to be named, 
said: “Rafal was a good, 
supportive friend. 

“He never wished any bad to 


anyone and was always trying 
to help everyone. 

He was happy, full of joy and 
had big plans for the future. 

“We are all going to miss 
him. 

“It was a tragic, shocking 
incident and the thoughts of 
all of his friends are with his 
family” 

The inquest was adjourned 
until December 20 when a 
pre-inquest review is due to 
take place before the full 
inquest is held next year.

New hospital

WHAT YOU HAVE SAID 


William Grist: “Anyone who 
moved to MK in the 70s knows 
that most housing built here was 
for rent at council house rates. 
These new houses should all be 
for local authority rental 
exclusively for MK residents. As 
for traveller sites, I don’t see the 
need - most travellers prefer 
parkland or play areas anyway.” 

Mark Blake: “2,000 homes are 
very much needed to try and help 
the housing crisis. But as long as 
they are much more affordable for 
renting as well as buying. But to 
have a travellers’ site? A big fat 
no. They don’t contribute to 
anything when they stay. So put 
that land to some good use.” 

Steven Sharp: “I’m against it. 
Anyone that travels from the west 
across MK in the mornings will 
know how bad the traffic is. My 
taxes should be spent on doing up 
current areas that will make it 
better for my children and 
children’s children. Any additional 
affordable housing should be built 
closer to the Ml not expanding 
out towards our ever decreasing 
country fields and areas.” 

Sam Jeffs: “Comments that are 
focused on the proposed traveller 
sites are missing the bigger issue. 
It’s completely disingenuous of 
AVDC to stick a large settlement 
next to MK where the residents 
are going to use many more MK 
services but not contribute 
towards them, while AVDC gets 
away with getting the taxes but 
not having to provide as many 
services.”

A COMPANY has supplied 
one of its restored second¬ 
hand bikes to an Olympian. 

BG Bikes, based at Gavin 
Vanner’s home in Hornbeam, 
Newport Pagnell, has been 
running for just over four 
years. 

Mr Vanner began the 
business with just £300 
having been made redundant 
from his previous job. 

But now the firm is going 
from strength to strength 
and, as well as supporting 
Kenyan Olympian Jess de 
Boer, the company will 
display its secondhand bikes 
at The Cycle Show - a prestig¬ 
ious event taking place at The 
NEC in Birmingham from 
September 22-25. 

It is a big step for Gavin, who 
owns the company with his 
wife. 

He said: “With my experi¬ 
ence in cycling my wife and I 
thought it would be a good 
idea to see if I could buy a bike 
and refurbish it to a good 
standard and sell it on. That 
was in December 2012. 

“The following six months

saw me invest and reinvest 
the money until we began 
branching into better bikes;

“We have now sold more 
than 400 bikes; I still work 
from home and operate from 
a large shed in our back 
garden. I employ a part-time 
mechanic and get help from 
friends. 

“We never intended to be in 
this position. I saw that there 


wasn’t anyone offering this. 
There are secondhand motor¬ 
cycle, car and van dealerships 
but no secondhand cycle 
dealers! 

“We recognise that cycling 
is vogue. Our small team are 
all cyclists and my wife is a 
multiple Iron Man triathlete; 
we just want to embrace new 
cyclists by offering them our 
knowledge and by doing so 
selling them a bike that could 
be as much as £1,000 cheaper 
than a new one.”

A WOMAN is to be the 
face of more than one 
million cartons of goat 
dairy products follow¬ 
ing a nationwide search. 

Marilyn Hearn, from 
Two Mile Ash, was select¬ 
ed after writing to St 
Helen’s Farm to explain 
how goats’ milk products 
have helped her to main¬ 
tain a low cholesterol 
diet while easing her acid 
reflux.

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Snapper caught 
in Madeira fires

A PHOTOGRAPHER was 
caught up in the forest fires 
that were sweeping through 
Funchal in Madeira, 

Portugal, last week. 

Andy Handley, who lives in 
Two Mile Ash and works 
for OneMK, said that a 
shopping centre was 
evacuated because of the heat 
and wind due to the fires 
plaguing the city. 

“The hotel has ash 
falling on it and some guests 
are wearing face masks,” 
added Mr Handley, who is on 
holiday at the resort. 

Three people are confirmed 
to have died and a thousand 
people were evacuated from 
homes and hotels in the 
area. 

The three who died were 
believed to be elderly people 
who were trapped in their 
homes. 

A fourth man also report¬ 
edly died in the flames. 

Several buildings were 
destroyed, including a five- 
star hotel called Choupana 
Hills. 

Firefighters were treated for

smoke inhalation as 
thousands of them tried to 
deal with the fires, which 
initially began on August 5 
with weeks of dry conditions 
and temperatures over 35 
degrees Celsius not helping. 

The north of the mainland 
has been worst hit. 

The fires were so bad that 
the Government triggered the 
EU Civil Protection 


Mechanism, which enables 
other European states to help 
out as they tried to deal with 
the situation. 

Several people have been 
arrested on suspicion of 
illegally starting the fires. 

President Marcelo Rebelo de 
Sousa and Prime Minister 
Antonio Costa went to the 
island last week to visit those 
affected.

The basic two rules were: 

■ Do exactly what you say you will 

■ Cash is king.

ARTHRITIS is a condition that 
is common in dogs. 

It is thought that 65 per cent 
of dogs between the ages 
of seven and 11 have the 
condition. 

Signs of arthritis may be stiff¬ 
ness and limping, but there are 
others which may be present 
that a owner may not always 
associate with it. 

These include a change in 
sleeping or eating patterns, 
slowing down or differences in 
behaviour. 

Many times clients feel their 
dog is 'just old' but some of 


approach treating arthritis.

A multimodal approach 
usually works best to treat 
chronic pain.

a rich history 


Plans are steaming ahead to develop Wolverton, 
which is renowned for its railway heritage and 
being home to the Royal Train. But there is much 
more to the town, as reporter Chris Knight finds out 


N ow a constituent town of Milton 
Keynes, Wolverton possesses a 
rich history that even predates the 
railways. 

Recorded in the Domesday Book 
of 1086, the original medieval 
settlement was situated just to the 
north of the area’s current location. 

But it wasn’t until the Industrial 
Revolution that the Wolverton we 
see today began to take shape. 
London and Birmingham Railway

Company began work on Wolverton 
Works in 1838 to sit in the centre 
of the London-Birmingham route 
and housing, schools and a church 
were built for the workers. 

Neighbouring towns such as New 
Bradwell, Newport Pagnell and 
Stony Stratford also grew as a 
result and the Works became home 
to the Royal Train, used to transport 
senior members of the British Royal 
Family. 

With the decline of the railway, 
steps have been taken to 
regenerate Wolverton in recent 
years. Developer St Modwen is in 
the planning stages of redeveloping 
the Works by building up to 375 
new homes, a heritage centre and 
new food store. 

And after much controversy, 
plans to demolish Wolverton Agora 
shopping centre were recently 
approved by Milton Keynes Council. 
House prices 

According to RightMove, the 
majority of property sales in 
Wolverton in 2015 involved terraced 
housing and these sold for an 
average of £191,438. 

The same website states flats 
were sold for an average price of 
£137,208 and semi-detached 


homes managed to raise an 
average of £245,681. 

These averages rank Wolverton 
far cheaper than many nearby 
areas in Milton Keynes, including 
Great Holm and Stony Stratford. 
Parks 

Wolverton’s Secret Garden is a 
must-see for any visitor who enjoys 
taking in the outdoors. A once 
vacant lot of land by the canal has 
now been completely transformed 
into a park with beautiful flowers 
and wildlife. 

If it is a nice spring or summer’s 
day, the Wolverton Walk is a 2.5km 
trail that leads walkers on a 
historical tour of the town and past 
landmark buildings. 

And just a short drive down the 
road is the Stony Stratford Nature 
Reserve, located between Queen 
Eleanor Street and the A5. 
Attractions 

As if living in a place of such rich 
heritage wasn’t enough, Wolverton 
also boasts Milton Keynes Museum. 

Rated as one of the top 
attractions in the entire city on 
TripAdvisor, the museum in 
McConnell Drive regularly stages a 
number of holiday and period 
events and plans are in place 



for an expansion. 

The Craufurd Arms in Stratford 
Road regularly hosts some of the 
best local and national acts and the 
Victorian pub provides a small stage 
for more intimate and intense 
performances. 

Wolverton is renowned for 
hosting a number of events and 
festivals throughout the year and 
none are more prestigious than the 
Lantern Festival in December, 
where music is played and lights 
take over the streets. 

The Scarecrow Festival in 


September has recently become an 
annual tradition and numerous 
imaginative creations line the town’s 
streets. 

Leisure facilities 

Wolverton has plenty to offer for 
all ages. For sports fans, there are 
bowls, cricket and tennis clubs and 
Wolverton Swimming and Fitness 
Centre, which has recently been 
built in Addington Avenue. 

The town football club is 
currently searching for a new 
ground or a temporary ground 
share after recently being evicted 


from their site in Field Lane in 
nearby Greenleys. 

For those not into their sport, the 
Old Bath House has been converted 
into a community centre that plays 
host to a number of groups and 
events for young and old alike. 

Wolverton Scout club is the 
oldest in the county after forming in 
1908. Based in Furze Way, children 
aged from 10 to 14 years meet 
every Friday evening. 

A youth service is also provided 
by the 2532 Milton Keynes 
Squadron - a division of the Air

As a throwback to its Victorian 
heritage, Wolverton is full of small 
boutique and independent shops. 

In the town, there are plenty of 
charity and book shops and ones 
for niche hobbies. Day-to-day 
essentials can be bought at a 
number of places dotted around the 
town. 


And of course, there is also the 
Tesco superstore in McConnell 
Drive, while plans are in place for a 
Lidl to be opened as part of the 
regeneration of the Works. 

For those looking to support the 
local economy, the Farmers’ Market 
comes to town every first and third 
Saturday of the month with an 
assortment of produce. 

Neighbouring industrial estates 
Old Wolverton and Stacey Bushes 
provide a variety of choice for 
people looking for garages, 
furniture and more. 



Pubs 

Just as there is a wide choice of 
fast food outlets and shops, there 
are also plenty of places to grab a 
well-earned drink in the town. 

The Galleon in Old Wolverton 
Road - which recently donated land 
to OneMK’s charity of the year The 
Henry Allen Trust in order to create 
a park in Henry’s name - stages 
monthly LGBT-themed nights. 

Wolverton House in Stratford 
Road is another popular choice, 
while you can also get drinks at The 
Craufurd Arms, The New Queen 


Victoria and The North Western. 

Restaurants 

Fans of fast food will simply love 
living in Wolverton. Popular chains 
such as Dominos, KFC and Pizza 
Hut are scattered across the town. 

There’s also a variety of 
independent establishments - 
primarily in Church Street and 
Stratford Road - that offer 
traditional fish and chips, kebabs, 
pizza and more. 

For a more conventional sit-down 
meal, Akasaka and Braai Shack are 
both highly-rated local restaurants.

Wolverton is twinned with 
Belgian village 
Ploegersteert - about two 
kilometres north of the 
French border - and 
representatives from each 
regularly visit one another to 
celebrate the partnership. The twinning came about 
through the discovery of Albert French’s letters, a 
16-year-old soldier from Wolverton, pictured, who 
served in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps for eight months 
in the First World War. He was killed by machine gun 
fire near Ploegersteert. 

Wolverton Town football club’s stand, built in 1899, was 
believed to be the oldest covered football stand in the 
world. After a redevelopment of the area, a replica now 
stands on the original site in Wolverton Park. 

All that is visible of the former medieval settlement of 
Wolverton is the Norman motte and bailey castle next 
to the Holy Trinity Church in Old Wolverton Road. 


Schools 

Bushfield School is the closest 
for younger children, but there is 
also Greenleys First and Greenleys 
Junior nearby. 

The primary school in Moon 
Road received a ‘good’ rating in its 
last inspection in March 2015. 

Slated Row School in Old 
Wolverton is a special school for 
children aged between four and 19. 

For the older children, The 
Radcliffe School in Aylesbury Street 
West is the secondary school for 
the area. In the latest Ofsted report 


- produced from inspections on 
November 3 and 4, 2015 - the 
school was told it requires 
improvement. 

Commuting 

Wolverton is connected to Milton 
Keynes by the V5 (Great Monks 
Street) and the V6 (Grafton Street) 
and also possesses rail links to 
Milton Keynes Central and Bletchley. 

For those looking to commute on 
a regular basis to London, a direct 
train from Wolverton railway station 
can take you to Euston in as little 
as 44 minutes.

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DS 3 Cabrio 1.6 BlueHDi Prestige

VOTING and surveys are all the rage these days, so 
let’s have one for the DS 3 Cabrio. 

Does soft-top or hardtop move you? Ok, how about 
a sort of between-Brexit model we’ll call a Cabrio. 
DS parent Citroen has always taken a walk along 
the wild side with its models and styling in a French 
left-bank sort of way, so the DS 3 Cabrio is entirely 
natural. 

What’s not natural is a comparatively wide range 
which puts other makers to shame and means the 
DS 3 Cabrio buyer has almost as much choice as 
the DS 3 hardtop chooser. 

Essentially there are six models with petrol or 
diesel engines but only one automatic version and 
priced from about £16,300 to £24,800 at HI prices 
in 2016. Our Prestige sits mid-range with its low 
emissions turbo-diesel BlueHDi engine. 

There is a good spread of pulling power from the 
1,600cc engine and so long as you wisely use 
the six gears it moves along briskly once you are 
underway from rest. 

The clutch has a surprisingly long travel but the 
lever is satisfyingly direct, underfoot the brakes had 
strong power but lacked as much progressive feel 
as I would like. 

Behind the powered steering wheel the DS 3 
responded with a little deadness but its turning 
circle was good for town and country use and it 
was very steady at motorway speed. 

Secondary controls were scattered about the 
fascia and some of the dials were not easy to read, 
particularly in bright sunlight, which is not what 
you’d expect in a convertible or Cabrio. 

Heating and ventilation was good for an open 
topped car and the oddments room was adequate 
but not remarkable. 

A very small boot of just 245 litres would seriously 
limit your awayday adventure so you may want to 
toss everything on the back seat and go just two- 
up. You’d have to vote on that. 

I also found myself between votes on visibility. The 
DS was not brilliant when the roof was in place 
but dropping it simply pushed it all back onto the 


top the luggage area and you could see even less 
behind but more to the sides. 

It was easy to get the front seats but the rear pair 
were more challenging and once seated the knee- 
room was tight in the back. 

The seats were very comfortable and supporting 
with good adjustment infront and there were good 
lights and front wipers. 

The roof retracted electrically in stages at the push 
of a button and closed just as easily and you have 
powered windows as well to make the most of the 
openness. 

The DS 3 Cabrio coped very well with any road 
conditions, from city streets to country lanes and 
major roads and with its flexible nature it easily 
returned 50mpg overall, sometimes a little more or 
less. 

Ride quality was slightly on the firm side, but 
comfortable nevertheless, and while it did roll 
around some bends it actually stayed well fixed to 
the road. 

There is no doubt the DS 3 Cabrio is a comfortable 
choice for a journey, for two anyway, and it’s 
economical yet lively when you want it to be. 

The reality is that the market offering four-seater 
convertibles or cabriolets is really very small in the 
UK so any model is very welcome and with DS3 
CabrioBlueHDi you have a particularly striking and 
stylish economical car which offers some but few 
real compromises and gets my vote.

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MAZDA ADDS EXTRA 6 APPEAL

IMPROVEMENTS are being made to the Mazda6 as the Japanese car maker gives its large saloon and estate car a mid-life 
upgrade. A torque vectoring system is being added to give the cars more traction, cabin noise levels are being reduced and some 
new technology is coming on board. The engine line up, which features Mazda’s fuel-efficient SKYACTIV system, remains 
unchanged with 2.0-litre petrol and 2.2-litre diesels but changes are being made to the diesel to make it more responsive. 
Additional body insulation is also being fitted to make the cabin quieter. Inside, there’s a new-look steering wheel and the new 
Mazda6 has an updated head-up display using high resolution imagery. There’s also a new 4.6-inch full colour TFT driver 
information screen and a traffic sign recognition system which recognises no entry signs and also gives speed alerts. On the 
safety front, Mazda has replaced the car’s laser operated emergency braking system with a forward sensing camera set up 
which widens the speed range for detecting other vehicles. Prices for the new Mazda6 range will be announced closer to the 
on-sale date later this year. 


HONDA’S INSIGHT INTO 
FUTURE MOTORING

THERE are few joys in negotiating busy morning town traffic, 
but just now and again there is a ray of sunshine when you 
spot a real rarity. This happened to me when I found myself 
waiting next to one of the most amazing cars that arrived on 
British shores at the dawn of the 2000s. It was a first generation 
Honda Insight, the initial production vehicle to feature Honda’s 
Integtrated Motor Assist hybrid drive. With its futuristic 
looks incorporating spatted-in rear wheels, this car was more 
reminiscent of Thunderbirds than the average British driveway 
and was regarded at first as an automotive oddity. But the 
Insight was a main driver into the field of hybrid driving and 
has become a significant milestone in UK motoring history. It 
featured optimized aerodynamics and a lightweight aluminum 
structure to maximize fuel efficiency and minimize emissions. 
Even as late as 2014 the first generation Insight still ranked as 
the most fuel-efficient United States Environmental Protection 
Agency certified petrol-fuelled vehicle, with a highway rating 
of 74 mpg and combined city/highway rating of 64 mpg. The 
first-generation Insight was only produced as a two-seater with 
initially a single trim level, manual transmission and optional 
air conditioning. The only major change during its life span was 
the introduction of a trunk mounted, front controlled, multiple-

disc CD changer. In addition to the hybrid drive system, the 
Insight was small, built of light materials and streamlined with 
a drag coefficient of 0.25. The petrol engine was a three-cylinder 
unit of 67bhp and utilised lightweight aluminum, magnesium, 
and plastic to minimize weight. The electric motor assist gave 
another 13bhp and a maximum of 49 Nm of torque when 
called on, with the aim to boost performance to the level of a 
typical 1.5-litre petrol engine. It also acted as a generator during 
deceleration and braking to recharge the vehicles batteries, and 
as the Insight’s starter motor. The Insight was assembled at the 
Honda factory in Suzuka, Japan. With its aluminum body and 
frame, the Insight was an expensive car to produce and was 
never designed for high-volume sales. Instead, it was designed 
to be a real world test car for hybrid technology and a gauge to 
new consumer driving habits.

CHRIS Langridge and Marcus Ellis 
will compete for Olympic bronze 
tomorrow after they were beaten by 
Chinese men’s duo Fu Haifeng and 
Zhang Nan 14-21 18-21 yesterday. 

They will take on Chinese pair Biao 
Chai and Wei Hong and they have the 
chance to win a first Olympic medal 
since Gail Emms and Nathan 
Robertson in 2004. 

Rajiv Ouseph believes anything is 
possible after becoming the first 
British man to reach the last eight of 
the badminton men’s singles at the 
Olympics. Ouseph had never beaten 
Indonesia’s Tommy Sugiarto in their 
five previous encounters but kept his 
nerve to advance to the quarter-finals 
21-13, 14-21, 21-16 on Monday evening. 

It completed a historic day for British 
badminton, with Chris Langridge and 
Marcus Ellis earlier reaching the 
men’s double semi-finals. 

“That was very tense but I knew it 
could be my last match so I just gave it 
everything,” said Ouseph. 


“I’ve played him a few times and 
never won but I’ve won the important 
one now. I didn’t have any fear, the 
way the draw worked out this was 
probably my best chance. 

“Winning that first game settled the 
nerves and calmed me down, but I 
dropped my level a bit in the second 
game. I’m really proud with how I 
came back there to close it out. 

“As I get older I learn more

GREG Rutherford could not hide his 
frustration at missing out on 
defending his Olympic title in a 
pulsating long jump competition in 
Rio in the early hours of Sunday 
morning. 

And the 29-year-old Woburn Sands 
athlete admitted that winning the 
bronze medal was difficult to take. 

Rutherford was the man to beat 
having won the Olympic gold in 
London four years ago. 

He made a good start to the competi¬ 
tion, banishing the nerves of qualify¬ 
ing to leap to 8.18m with his first effort. 

By the end of the second round he 
was in third place, with just 5cm 
separating the top five jumpers. 

Rutherford extended his distance to 
8.22 to move back into second, only to 
foul his fourth jump - which ended up 
being a controversial decision. 

After South Africa’s Luvo Manyonga 
had taken the lead with 8.37m, USA’s 
Jeff Henderson leapt to 8.38m to knock 
Rutherford out of the medals. 

But with a terrific show of character,

Rutherford earned the bronze with a 
jump of 8.29m, as Henderson won and 
Manyonga was second. 

However, that was not enough to 
satisfy Rutherford. 

He said: “It was very frustrating. 
Obviously I come into these 
competitions to win them. 

“I’m pleased on the last jump I 
mustered what energy I had left to take 
me from fourth to a medal position 
but it’s still not good enough. 

“I felt good coming into this, every¬ 
thing was going pretty well. 

“I come to these championships to 
win. I don’t come here to win bronze 
medals, silver medals or whatever 
else. I come here to win so then when I 
don’t, that’s very, very difficult. 

“I don’t believe anybody out there 
was better than me, nothing crazy 
happened. It’s just I didn’t quite get it 
right today and that’s difficult. 

“Ultimately, I didn’t jump long 
enough and that’s again very difficult 
for me to take, but it is what it is I 
guess, I’ve just got to make do and 
move on from that. 

“It’s a very difficult bronze medal to 
take.”
